Jobbers, occupying Nos. 200 and 241 1n the anme
stroel, the adjolniug premises. The Intter irm
bad on hand ao immense stook of goods, Thor
trade amounts to millions annually, snd in the
dull times theirstock is exceedingly exiensive,
* This brm had yust 1aid in part ol their spring
=, And their stook was tnerefore guite heavy,
t is estimated that it must have resched in
value the sum of §500,000. Their building, with
it contents, was burnod to the third story. It
was also valucd at $55,000, It was quite éxten-
sive, reaching in depth ope hun and dlty
feot, and fve storwes in helght, The flames
leaped with territic lury through the windows ot
iheee extonmve establishments, and it was with
great difiicnlty tnat the fremen could stand in
front of the burning buildings, so great wue the
hent arising thereirom,

The stores on the opposite side of the street
were in dangor of Dewog fired from (he inteusity
of the neat, the flamea reaching as they did af
times nentrly the entice width of che street,

No, 284, ndioiniug on the norih, is occupied

George K. Swith & Spovmnker, druggsts.
Thas buidding is five storice in height, The
flames were checked before they did much
aamage 1 this structure, although the stock
on hand, which was valued at $30,000, was
greatly damaged by water,

Messrs, Thomas & Brother, dealers in notious,
occupred part of the four-story bullding, No, 233,
adjoming the hurdware store on the south. Mr,
J hower, shoe manufacturer,jalso occupled
part of No, 283, The rear part ol this bullding
was pomewhat oam by fire, but the loss
was primcipally ca by waler,

No. 281 i8 a lour-story building, occupled by
Mr, A. (. Btevenson & Sons, eurriers. He
algo ocoupled the upper story of No, 224
This building was but slightly damuged by fire,
He estimates his loss at $2500, No insurance,

About half-past seven o'clock, while the fire
men were endesnvoring to reach the flnmes by
placing nore on an adjoining building, the
south wall of the building (ell on the store No,
233, Tnis bpilding was one story less in height
than the one on fire,

A number of firemen, most of them members
of the Columbla Hoee, were on the rool ot No.
248, and the falling ot the wall on this erushed
il in, precipitating the men to the second story,
amid & mass of reblish and ive. The disaster
was at once not.ced, and s scene ol intense ex-
cltement tollowed,

The firemen direcied thelr streams to where
they believed their comrades were buried, and
the sealing ladders were brought into request.
The exeriions of the tiremen were hastened by
the cries of the men nside. When an entrance
was cffected, Edward O'Neal, H irby,
Thomas Winters, James Muolheron, Frederick
Hines, and Matthew O'Drien, members of the
Columtia, wexe found in the ruins. They ware
gtill alive, O'Nial wasz fastened beneath the
Tumber, and before he could be extricated he
died. The ovhers were released without diffi-

culty.

’ ing to the statement of Kirby, the men
all fell together, and when they reached the
secund story, O'Neal suggested that they should
all unite 1n & ery tor help, in order to insure the
B,mtpbntty of its being heard by friends, As

Neal's head was crushed when he was waken
ont, l:m ‘ls betlewddu:gt, (wﬁ“? his oomlgunloun
were removed, the fall of some other por-
tion of tﬁng wall enueed his denth. The deceased
resided in Fayelte sireet, near Arch, He lenves
a wife and one cbild. Willism Kirby was badly
bruised. Thomas Waters had one leg broken,
James Molheron was badly borned about the
face and neck, Frelerick Hines was serouvsly
injured interoally. He was taken to the hos
pital. O'Brien was badly injured. With the
exception of Hines, ail the injured men were
removed to their homes,

In addition to the above members of the Co-

jured by the fall of the wall, and later in the
evening, Albert Ladper, s member of the United
States Hose, had an a:m broken by falling
